That song “How You Goin’ to Keep 
‘Esi Down on the Farm After They’ve Seen 
Paree” should carry fresh meaning to local 
businessmen who cater to the rural trade. 
Lots of their customers. have moved off. 
The redeeming feature :s that those who 
stay should have a higher per capita in- 
come. Probably the biggest single factor 
merchants should remember is that the 
economy of the area is nct stagnant and is 
changing moré rapidly than at any previous 
time in the county’s history.
